showing 
how the work of soil conserva­ 
tion is saving 
both 
soil 
and 
water for use on Texas lands. 
The upper picture shows level 
bands 
of 
vegetation 
running 
across a field in the blackland 
belt near Temple. 
From left 
to right there are strips of oats, 
sorghums, oats and 
sorghums, 
w hich continue across the field 
and have proved invaluable in 
holding 
the 
soil 
which 
ordi­ 
narily washes away after each 
rain. 
While retaining this soil, 
the strips also hold m uch of the 
w ater until it can soak into the 
earth and be held there for the 
grow ing crops. 
The lower pic­ 
ture shows contour 
ridges on 
the pasture land of Bruce Eber- 
h a rd t’s farm near Rising Star. 
These w ere the first of such 
ridges in Eastland County and 
w ere 
built 
with a 
terracing' 
grader. 
The ridges are IO feet 
ap a rt and have already proved 
so effective in retaining tile soil 
and w ater on E b erh ard t’s pas­ 
tu re that m any other farm ers 
w ill place them in their pas­ 
tures.

Food and Clothing 
for 70,549 Families 


San Antonio. Texas. Jan. 13— Dur­ 
ing 1030 food and clothing were sup­ 
plied to a monthly average of 70.540 
destitute Texas famelies through the 
WEA commodity distribution project, 
it lins been announced by It- L. Mont­ 
gomery, state director of the project* 
Now sponsored as a 'WPA project 
by the Texas Relief Commission, 
the 
distribution of surplus 
commodities 
has been effected through various gov­ 
ernmental agencies since June, 1936. 


Number of families dependent upon 
the distribution agency for food and 
clothing during the year just closed is 
the smallest in the three and one-half 
year history of tile organization. Mont­ 
gomery pointed out. In 1933 there were 
148,240 
families receiving necessities 
from the government, in 1934 there 
were 20.3,956 families on the list, and 
186,399 families were benefited in 1935 
Working with a staff of 786 persons 
744 of whom were formerly on relief 
rolls. Montgomery has supervised the 
distribution of more than forty-five 
million pounds of food and more than 
five million garments and household 
articles this year. Retail value of these 
commodities is estimated at $9,534,006 


Expense of distribution was $440,517, 
less than five per cent of the value of 
the commodities disbursed. Ninety-six 
per cent of tile expenditure was for 
salaries, Montgomery said. 
Social workers employed by lo&rl 
agencies certify to the need of appli­ 
cants for food and clothing. Most of 
the recipients are unemployed or have 
not been absorbed on W PA projects.* 
Primary purpose of the project is 
to utilize price-depressing agricultural 
surpluses for distribution to families 
with subnormal consumption. The sys­ 
tem of distribution through non-com­ 
mercial channels 
has not 
interfered 
with retail business hut lias served to 
stimulate aud increase the consump- 


tion of a number of commodities, Mr 
Montgomery declared. While the mail 
concern is the proper distribution o 
surplus agricultural commodities have 
l>een made available for the distribu­ 
tion of other products* Thurs. articles 
from 
WPA sewing rooms and other 
production projects 
are dibursed to 
the needy. 
In the entire program of distribu­ 
ting commodities to the state, the fed­ 
eral government has supplied 
Texas 
with $62,OOO,(XX) 
worth of products, 
including such items as 19.000,000 lbs. 
of smoked meat. 95,(XX),(XX) lbs. of can­ 
ned meat 21,000,000 lbs of butter, 3 % 
000,000 lbs of prunes, and 38,428,000 
lbs of flour*

In the early stages of this record-breaking storm, patrolling of lines could 
be carried on only on foot and in heavily chained motor equipment. This was 
slow and painful work for the men. Later, as the clouds lifted, airplanes were 
used, speeding up the locating of line-breaks. 


At all times the actual restoring of service was made slow because of 
crippled communication lines which made it impossible quickly to pass along 
the word that repairs had been completed. Observers were long delayed in giv­ 
ing new assignments to repair crews. H owever, no moment was spent in idle­
